The light 
canoe with its heavy load of dress suit cases, 
etc., belonging to six other young Salem 
couples, which had been piled into the canoe 
to save carrying, careened threateningly and 
nearly went over. The men exerted all their 
strength to reach the shore before the storm 
came on. 

Then with a sudden roar the storm broke. 
Heavy peals of thunder with vivid lightning 
accompanied the storm. Suddenly the wind 
changed and all four were struggling in the 
water. The alarmed watchers on the shore 
saw the over-turned canoe seemingly lifted 
bodily above the waves and dashed down at 
the heads of the quartette fighting for their 
lives. Durgin dived below the steel craft 
and tried to rescue Mrs. Norton and baby. 
He seized hold of her clothing and started 
It seemed to the watchers on 
shore that he was struck on the head by the 
canoe, for suddenly they al! disappeared. 
Apparently Durgin was stunned by the blow, 


for he was an expert swimmer. 


A number of people witnessed the tragedy 
from the shore, but none of them could 
swim. Norton was trying to rescue his wife 
and child, but was fast losing consciousness, 
when Matthew M. Merritt, chairman of the 
Middleton board of Selectmen, ran from the 


/veranda of his cottage on the shore and 


plunged into the pond. He fought his way 
to the overturned canoe, and managed to get 
a hold on Norton, now unconscious, and soon 
reached the shore. 

By this time others had launched boats, 


/and ina few moments the bodies of Mrs.

Double Bereavement. 


It is seldom that so greata sorrow comes 
to a family in Salem, but such was the 
sad case March 12. Mrs. Sarah M. Berry, 
aged 85, died Friday morning at 7 o'clock 
_at her home 20 Boardman street, and her 
daughter, Mrs. Abbie A. Sanborn, died Fri- 
day evening at 9 o’clock in the same house, 
in her 60th year. The mother was taken 
sick the week previous with the grip and the 
daughter became ill Sunday, March 7, with 
bronchial pneumonia. 

Mrs. Berry was born in Lynn, Oct. 26, 
1823, and was one of six children—five 
daughters and a son—of the late Nathaniel 
and Abigail (Pickett) Parrott. Her father 
was a native of Lynn, but her mother was 
born in Marblehead, and Mrs. Berry’s grand- 
father, Capt. Melzeard was a revolutionary

Eight children were born of 
the union, only one of whom, Engineer 
Charles E. Berry of Salem is now living. 
Mrs. Berry leaves, however, 11 grandchildren 
and 19 great-grandchildren, and a sister, 
Mrs. Elmira Alley of Lynn, 88 years of age. 
Up to her last sickness Mrs. Berry had been 
remarkably active for one of her age, and 
retained to a remarkable degree all of her 
faculties. 

Mrs. Sanborn was born in Salem, and was 
in her 60th year. She was the widow of 
Edward D. Sanborn, and she was greatly 
esteemed by a large circle of friends. She 
leaves two sons, Edward R. and William H. 
Sanborn, and three daughters, Mrs. Annie F. 
Woodbury, Mrs. Frank Phillips and Miss A. 
Mabel Sanborn of Salem; to grandchildren, 
and a brother, Charles E. Berry.

Gone Over the River. 


Mr. I. H. Hiccins, one of the best 
known residents of Gloucester, and for 
many years identified with Asbury Grove, 
being one of the members of Asbury Grove 
Camp Meeting Association, and chief of 
police at that place for a number of years, 
also closely identified with the boat building 
industry in Gloucester, died at the Addison 
Gilbert Hospital, Saturday, Jan. 9, at 8 a. 
m., as the result of a complication of dis- 
eases. He had been ill for some time, but 
was taken worse Thursday evening, Jan. 7, 
and by the advice of Dr. Knowles, was taken 
to the hospital Friday, Jan. 8. He lost con- 
sciousness, and passed away in that condi- 
tion. He was born in Eastham, March 16, 
1838, and was 70 years, 9 months, 23 days. 

Mr. Higgins was a master boat builder, 
and- was employed in Provincetown for a 
number of years. He came to Gloucester 
in November, 1871, and formed a copart- 
nership with the late A. T. Gifford in the 
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boat building business on Parker street, and 
remained in the business until the death of 
Mr. Gifford, in 1894. The firm was then 
incorporated, and Mr. Higgins became the 
general manager of the Higgins & Gifford 
Boat Manufacturing Co. Many boats went 
out from the busy shop, built by skilled 
workmen, including seine boats, small 
yachts, and fruit boats especially designed 
for the West India fruit business, also many 
surf boats for the United States government. 

Last spring Mr. Higgins went to Vermont 
to take a spring water cure, and returned 
about August, 1908, or before camp meet- 
ing, apparently very much better, but the 
improvement was not lasting, 

He was for many years a prominent mem- 
ber of the Prospect Street M. E. Church, 
but after his wife’s death transferred his 
membership to the East Gloucester church, 
being Sunday School superintendent for a 
long time. This was his church home at 
the time of his decease. 

He was a strong foe of the liquor traffic 
in any form, an active member in the ranks 
of the Temple of Honor, a Past Grand 
Worthy Templar of Massachusetts, and a 
member of the Supreme Council. 

Mr. Higgins was past chancellor com-| 
mander of Constantine Lodge, Knights of 
Pythias, a past commander of St. Angelo | 
Commandery, Knights of Malta, and held 
other offices in these lodges. 

He possessed great ingenuity, being of an 
inventive turn of mind, and added many 
devices to the crafts which were built in his | 
yard to add to their stability and seaworthi- 
ness. 

Mr. Higgins married Harriet N. White of | 
Provincetown, who was a faithful co-worker | 
with him in the Prospect St. M. E. Church. | 
She died in 1894. ‘Two sons survive, C.| 
Lothrop Higgins of Boston, the well koown 
travel lecturer and milliner, and Elmer Hig- | 
gins, a Christian Science practitioner at the} 
time of his father’s death in South Bend, | 
Indiana.

HoracE B. GARDNER of this city died at 
the Soldiers’ home, Chelsea, at a late hour 
Sunday night, July 18. He was born in Sa- 
lem, the son of the late Simon Gardner, who 
for years conducted a bakery on the corner 
of Turner and Derby streets. He was 64 
years of age, and he attended the public 
schools of Salem. March 18, 1862, when 
he was only 17 years of age, he enlisted in 
the First Massachusetts Heavy Artillery, as a 
private in Co. M. He proved a most heroic 
soldier and was severely wounded in the 
battle of Petersburg, Va., June 13, 1864. 
Rev. Temple Cutler of Hamilton was present 
in the hospital when young Gardner was 
brought in, and he published an account of 
itin the Salem Gazette, the following month. 
Mr. Cutler said : 


“Mr. Gardner of Salem had received a 
severe wound in the face, fracturing the jaw 
and injuring the tongue so that he was 
speechless. He was taken to the hospital 
on a stretcher. Other patients gathered 
around so as to see the condition of the new- 
comer, whereupon Mr. Gardner made signs 
for a pencil and paper, which were brought 
to him, and on which he immediately wrote 
the words, ‘ Rally ’round the flag, boys! 
Read the hymn?” His request was under- 
stood, and a copy of the song being produced, 
it was read and sung, all who could joining 
in the chorus. After every verse, when they 
came to the chorus, in which the words, 
‘ Rally ’round the flag, boys,’ were repeated, 
Gardner waved his bloody hand over his mu- 
tilated, speechless and bleeding head, and by 
the ardor of his looks and actions, evinced 
the fervor of his patriotism and his indomit- 
able faith and courage. All present were 
deeply affected.” 


A letter from a member of the Christian 
commission dated City Point, Va., written to 
Mr. Gardner’s father, and published in the 
Salem Register of July 4, 1864, contains 
these words: “Three days ago in visiting 
the wards I saw your son. He has a shock- 
ing wound in the mouth. The lower lip was 


thrown down and the mouth was partially | 


opened. He was unable to swallow, but still 


is recovering. He is well cared for by a fe- | 


male nurse.”’ 


The effects of his wound were always felt 
by Mr. Gardner, his speech being affected by 
it. He was discharged from the service on 
account of it, Nov. 22, 1864. After return- 
ing home he worked in Salem, and was for 
several years employed in Greenlawn ceme- 
tery. He joined Post 34, G. A. R., June 14, 
1870. 


He leaves three brothers, Howard, An- 
drew and Dr. Frank Gardner, and three sis- 
ters, Mrs. Harriet Pope, Mrs. Charles E.

Pearson, and one daughter, Miss da M. 
Pearson, who are still interested in Asbury 
Grove. Hewasa Christian man, cheerful 
in sickness and ready and willing to go when 
he was called. 

Funeral services were held Monday after- 
noon, June 21, at 2 P. M. from his late resi- 
dence, 738 Boston street, Lynn, and were 
conducted by Rev. James E. Coons of East 
Saugus. Miss Lizzie B. Miller sang most

Gone Home 


Rev. RayMonpD S. WALKER’s death was 
a shock to Asbury Grove Thursday morning, 
Aug. 5. Mr. Walker, though a sufferer from 
rheumatism and Bright’s disease for the past 
ten years, took a great interest in Asbury 
Grove and the library in particular, saw its 
best growth while he was chairman of its 
committee.

June 13 the Sunday school began its sum- 
mer work ; seventeen were present; no col- 
lection. At the 2.30 p. m. preaching ser- 
vice, sixty were present, the text was Col. 1:

Dr. Whitaker 
chose for his text Ecc. rx: 10. ‘Whatsoever 
thy hand findeth to do,do it with thy might, 
for there is no work nor device, nor knowl- 
edge, nor wisdom in the grave whither thou 
goest.” The supremacy of duty, the man- 
ner of its performance and the reason for 
so doing constituted the theme of this 
most profitable discourse. ‘Duty,’ he said, 
“was the supreme obligation. It was with- 
in ‘the scope of all men.” He defined duty 
as “what man was able to do of what God 
desired to have done.” The Bible gives us 
one and the Eloly Spirit the other, so that 
all that is duty is possible to all men. This 
should be done under the conviction of its 
necessity, with corresponding emotions and 
activity. The reasons were drawn from what 
the speaker called the law of action and the 
law of time. Dr. Grow of Lynn sang very 
impressive solos at both the afternoon and 
evening services.

Young Mr. Jackson sang with excel- 
lenteveiiect ss iie careth for, you, a he 
Chaplain chose for his text John mm: 16. 
“ For God so loved the world that he 
gave his only begotten Son that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish but 
have everlasting life. He regarded the text 
as a climatic expression of God’s love by 
which man’s love should be awakened and 
devoted to God. He considered that in 
every way of communication by creation, 
providence, law and redemption, God has 
exhibited his love to the full measure of 
the medium to express it, so that the gift 
of his Son was the climax of its expression, 
and offered the fullest resources and mo- 
tives and assistance to love and serve Him 
in return. Each of these departments were 
illustrated and explained so as to awaken 
fullest faith and deepest interest in the 
Divine plan. He also pointed out faith 
as the condition on which grace should fulfil 
its work and delineated briefly the results 
of such faith.

Translation of Rev. L. B. Bates, 
President of Asbury Grove 
Association. 


Saturday morning, Aug. 28, while every one 
was busy with the decorations for the pleasant 
time anticipated Saturday evening, the sad 
news was received by telephone of the sudden 
death of Dr. L. B. Bates, our beloved presi- 
dent. 

He started Friday morning, Aug. 27, from 
his summer home at Thurston’s Point, Glou- 
cester, and intended to take the 1 p. m. train 
for Oak Bluffs, to be present to receive Gov- 
ernor Draper. Shortly after 9 a.m., on his 
way to his home, he met an old business 
friend and exchanged friendly greetings. 
About 2 p. m. Saturday afternoon, Aug. 28, 
his daughter, Mrs. Emma M. Harvey, his con- 
stant companion and helper in Christian work, 
entered, and seeing him sitting in a chair, 
spoke to him, but receiving no answer, hur- 
ried furward and learned that his spirit had 
fled. Itis evident that he died early Friday 
forenoon, and not on Saturday afternoon. 

Rev. L. B. Bates was born in North Easton, 
Nov. 26, 1829. He was the son of Rev. Lewis 
and Elizabeth Webster Bates. His first ances- 
tor was Clement Bates, who came here in 1665, 
and was the first white man to land on the 
shore of Hingham. His father was one of the 
founders of Methodism in New England, and 
was a descendant of the martyr, John Rogers, 
who was burned at the stake. He was licensed 
as an exhorter at 17; at 19 he entered the local 
Methodist ministry, and joined the Providence, 
now New England Southern Conference; at the 
age of 21 was chaplain of the Bristol county 
prison, and for five years was chaplain of the 3d 
Massachusetts regiment. In 1872 he was trans- 
ferred to the New England Conference. His 
last important work was at the Bethel in East 
Bostou, where he had been a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

Besides his wife, he leaves one son, Hon. 
John L. Bates, and three daughters, Mrs. 
Emma May Harvey, Mrs. George H. Carter, 
and Mrs. Wm. Gilchrist, and several grand- 
children. 

The funeral services were held on Tuesday, 
Aug. 31, at the Bethel church in East Boston. 
Rey. A. P. Sharp, superintendent of Lynn dis- 
trict, was in charge. Revs. Charles Parkhurst, 
D. D., and C. E. Davis, D. D., read the Scrip- 
ture selections in the Methodist ritual. Miss 
Margaret Conrad sang two of his favorite 
pieces, ‘‘Will there be any stars in my crown,”’ 
and ‘‘Safe in the Arms of Jesus.’’ At the 
conclusion of the services, tributes to the life 
of Dr. Bates were delivered by Bishop Hamil- 
ton, Rev. Herbert A. Manchester, pastor of 
First Presbyterian church of East Boston, 
Bishop Willard F. Mallalieu, and Rev. F. E. 
Clark, D. D., of the Christian Endeavor Soci- 
ety. Rey. C. F. Rice, D. D., led in prayer at 
the close of the eulogies. 

The pallbearers, members of the official 
board of the Bethel church, were James Jack- 
son, A. S. Cassidy, William Jensen, Dr. Chas. 
Christernein, Stanley McMullen, and Louis 
Hollingsworth. The remains were interred in 
the family lot at Woodland cemetery. The 
hearse was headed by the members of the offi- 
cial board, who marched to Chelsea bridge, 
the bells tolling as the cortege passed along 
Meridian street.

The Fusileer drum corps of 
Hamilton volunteered their services free and 
Jesse Mann, as ‘‘ Uncle 
Sam,’’ was chief marshal, and was accompa- 
nied by two distinguished ladies, *‘ Carry Na- 
tion’’ (Mr. Chase), and a ‘‘Salem Witch” 
(Mr. Eaton), all in full costume. The parade, 
though somewhat short, was of excellent qual- 
ity, and won much praise. Another year more 
confidence may probably be shown, a larger 
and more successful affair resulting. 

There were several placards carried in the 
parade announcing the dates of band concerts. 
The rear was brought up by three members of 
the committee, and their banner, ‘* Support 
your Committee,’’ was adopted as the slogan 
of the year. The route extended through as 
many avenues of the Grove and Park as was 
practical and safe, and after being reviewed

At the first full meeting of the committee it 
was voted to engage bands like the Salem 
Cadet for three band concerts, and one orches- 
tra for another concert, to be held two on 
Wednesday and two on Saturday nights. The 
following bands were engaged: Stiles’ 8th 
Regt. Band, Lynn, 22 pieces; Marsh’s Band of 
Lynn, 22 pieces, and Salem Cadet Band, 22 
pieces, all at the same cost, $69 each. Pulsi- 
fer’s Orchestra was also engaged, and, like the 
Bands, gave a good concert, but at much less 
cost—$25,59. The last concert of the season, 
illumination night, was by Bova’s Orchestra 
of Boston. Mr. Bova kindly volunteered his 
orchestra, provided the committee would se- 
cure transportation by special car from Bos- 
ton to and from the Grove, which was happily 
arranged by the committee, who also insisted 
on providing the orchestra with a supper at 
the grove hotel restaurant, 


It was voted by the committee to hold either 
social sings under Director Melville and leader 
James Jackson, or illustrated lectures or con- 
certs every Thursday evening during the sea- 
son. Several evenings during the summer ac- 
cordingly were given over to that purpose, the 
sings proved popular, nocollection being taken, 
but the three illustrated lectures arranged by 
Treasurer Adams were also popular as well as 
entertaining and instructive and somewhat 
profitable, an admission of ten cents being 


| charged, the attendance at all being good. 


There was a fourth lecture also arranged by 
Mr. Adams that was given by Rey. Dr. Blake, 
but the proceeds and the management were 
given over to the Gleaners. 


BASE BALL, 


At the request of the ball players it was 
voted to finance the base ball team this year. 
The result has been that a grand stand and 
back stop have been erected, the ball field 
somewhat levelled and improved and new suits 
bought for the players to be owned by the 
cottagers and not taken from the grounds. 
This has been made possible from the receipts 
of the game and the liberality of the Boston & 
Northern St. Ry., in furnishing this year for 
the first time free passes for the visiting 
players. In fact it might be said that the B, 
& N. Ry. have really paid for building the 
grand stand if saving on special cars furnished 
free for bands and orchestras and tickets for 
all players be reckoned as cash received by 
the committee, which it might properly be so 
considered. 

PIANO, 


At the same meeting when it was voted to 
purchase new ball uniforms it was also voted 
to buy a piano. It was voted that this piano 
should not become the property of the Associ- 
ation but should be owned by the cottagers, 
and cared for by further entertainment com- 
mittees, but should be used by any society 
without charge in the Grove provided it should 
be kept in the chapel, or if moved temporarily 
from the chapel should be moved back by the 
parties borrowing it the same night.

Mallelieu preached from Acts x1: 26, ‘‘And the 
disciples were called Christians first in Anti- 
och.” He said, ‘*‘ Antioch was established 400 
years before Christ. It was a Greek city, the 
home of culture, and was 300 miles from Jeru- 
salem. Christianity is a tremendous force in 
this world. The Bible is a text book of divine 
philosophy and answers questions concerning 
man and God, concerning time and eternity.
